At a well attended meeting of the 
Women’s Union of the South church 
yesterday afternoon, Mrs. Taey A. 
Atkinson gave a most inspiring talk on 
“The Reconstruction of Turkey.” 

Mrs. Atkinson opened her talk by 
telling of Miss Mary Graffam who is 
known to many Andover people and who 
has been in Turkey. 

Many of her friends in Andover had 
not heard from her since the time when 
she had refused to desert a band of 
Armenians who had been deported from 
the city. She was forced to return, 
however, after a few days out,and as an 
American citizen, she was made to 
leave the country, Mrs. Atkinson, on 
her way home, came over the same 
route that the band of Armenians 
had taken and both sides of the high- 
way were strewn with the human 
skeletons of those who had fallen by 
the wayside. 

Seventeen years ago she and her 
husband; Dr. Atkinson, went to Turkey. 
to be in charge of the American hospital 
at Harpoot. During all those years, 
she said she felt that the help of civili- 
zation, Christianity and education had 
no influence whatsoever upon these 
dreadful people. The workers felt 
that something must happen, that a 
change must come to,put an end to 
such suffering and ignorance. The 
great War was the “something.” 

Dr. Atkinson died of typhoid fever 
two years. ago, and Mrs. Atkinson, 
until the time when our country came 
into the war and she as an American 
citizen was recalled, carried on alone, 
all the many and varied duties of the 
hospital. She has seen much, heard 
much, endured.much and she gave her 
thoughts on this big vital situation in 
Turkey in a simple straightforward way 
that could not fail to convince one of 
the stupendous and momentous problems 
which must be met in the solving of the 
future of Turkey. 

Prayers, cries, help, accomplished 
nothing in that land where fear ruled 
everyone. The government forbade 
the people from having anything to do 
with missionaries, and so with* the 
exception of a few isolated cases, the 
great mass remained in darkness and in 


-ignorance.. No one dreamed of acting 


against the government's orders. 
Life bleed had to be given to free 
Turkey. And it has been, given. In a

The story in which she appears on 
the screen, “Thais”, is the work of 
one of the greatest living French writers, 
Anatole France; and his permission to 
present his famous story in cinemato- 
graphic form, was secured only on con- 
dition that Miss Garden would appear 
in it. M. France was already familiar 
with her interpretation of his heroine 
through her work in the opera.

Editorial Cinders 

An anonymous commufiication is in 
hand setting forth claims relative to 
who gave the first notice to Andover of 
the signing of the armistice. We cannot 
publish the communication because it is 
anonymous, but we can call attention 
to the point brought out in the com- 
munication and to several other com- 
ments of criticism for the Townsman 
because it failed to recognize the ringing 
of the Catholic church bell early Mon- 
day morning.

Soldiers’ Parcels 


The War and Post Office Depart- 
ments have issued an order as of No- 
vember 15th, authorizing the extension 
of the mailing date for Christmas 
parcels up to and including November 
30th. 

The War Department has authorized 
the American Red Cross to have printed 
a suflicient number of additional Christ- 
mas labels exactly similar to those re- 
ceived from abroad, these to be furnish- 
ed on request by Chapters, Branches 
and Auxiliaries, to families who have 
not received labels from abroad, or who 
have lost or destroyed their labels. The 
applicant must make a_ statement 
substantially as follows: 

“The undersigned hereby 
application to forward to ———Organi- 
zalion——A merican Expeditionary 
Forces, a Christmas package. The 
undersigned hereby declares that he or 
she is the nearest living relative in the 
United States of the proposed recipient, 
that he or she has not received a label 
from abroad and that should such label 
be received it would not be used, and 
that to the best of his or her knowledge 
and belief, only one Christmas parcel 
will be sent the proposed recipient.” 

Parcels, unfastened, must be in- 
spected at the Post Office.

Cost of Our Soldiers Overseas 

Statistics have been collected by the 
clothing and equipage, subsistence, 
reclamation and hard- 
ware and metals divisions of the quar- 
termasters’ corps, United States army, 
to indicate just what it costs a year to 
maintain a soldier overseas and in the 
United States. 

These, according to the Army and 
Navy Journal, show that the cost is 
$4123.47 a year to equip and maintain a 
soldier. overseas and $327.78 to equip 
and maintain one in the United States. 
Subsistence, figured at 69 cents a day, 
amounts to $251.85 yearly for each 
man overseas; figured at 51 cents a 
day in the United States, it amounts 
to $189.80. The cost of the initial 
equipment for the soldier the first year 
in the United States is $115.30, while 
the cost of his additional equipment 
for the first year overseas is $42.41, 

Thus it appears that if the soldier 
going overseas did not take with him 
a great deal of his equipment already 
supplied in the United States the con- 
trast between the cost of equipping 
and maintaining a soldier in this coun- 


try and abroad would be much moreip 


marked. Not only is the amount of 
equipment needed abroad greater than 
that needed in this country, but‘the 
statistics of the conservation and re- 
clamation division show ~ that equip- 
ment and clothing overseas are subject 
to much harder use, wear out more 
quickly and are less effectively re- 
claimed than similar material, cloth- 
ing and equipment used in the United 
States. The amount of reclamation of 
each individual soldier’s equipment. in 
this country is $75.80 a year, while the 
amount of reclamation of similar ma- 
terial abroad is but $33.31.

Almost Perfect Babies 


Andover has only three per cent of 
her babies under the average weight, 
showing that this town may claim 
almost perfect babies. 

The vicinity of Boston shows a very 
healthy group of babies, according to a 
report in the Boston Post yesterday. 
With all the poor classes in that city 
the statistics show as a result of baby- 
weighing, that in 129 out_of 351 cities 
and town in various parts of the state, 
Boston's percentage is a trifle more than 
40 per cent. 

Andover made the best showing and 
may well be proud of having only twelve 
babies out of 390 weighed who fell short 
of the mark,

A. Olney, who followed with an ex;1].- 
nation of the various products essential 
to the dyeing, manufacturing of ex+ 
plosives and pharmaceutical supplies 
derived from coal. ‘With the aid of a 
blackboard professor Olney.handled his 
difficult subject so that his audience 
understood. although. they had no 
special training in ¢hemistry. . ~ . 

The war has shut off the’ regula 
supply of dyestuffs from Germany. 
This left this country ¢onfronted with 
tremendous problems in the manufee- 
ture of dyes to replace those formerly 
imported. How these were overcome 
by American chemists was explained by 
professor Olney in a manner that proved 
of great interest to all present. 

A rising vote of thanks was given 
both gentlemen for their kindness in 
addressing the club. 

An excellent program of playing and 
singing was then offered by Miss Jo- 
sephine Linehan, who presided at the 
piano, and Messrs. William T. Riley 
and Alphonse Raymond, all of Law- 
rence.

Father Nugent in his eloquent and 
forceful manner carried the members of 
Irish birth back through Ireland, and 
explained to those of American birth the 

| feeling that only could be realized by 
visiting the little isle. He stated that 
Ireland has her national flag, her litera- 
ture, and national language, and urged 
all present to do all in their power to see 
that Ireland’s cause would be given a 
hearing at the peace table soon to take 
place. 

A committee consisting of John 
Traynor, president, Frank §, MeDonald, 
John Reilly, and Frederick Kuehner 
were appointed to retire and draft suit- 
able resolutions relative to Ireland, 
This committee retired and drafted the 
following resolutions. ; 

Andover, Mass:, Nov. 18, 1918 

Whereas: We the Members of Division 
6, Ancient Order of Hibernians in the 
Town of Andover and State of Massa- 
chusetts, assembled for our regular 
monthly meeting, and that meeting an 
open one, on the evening of Monday, 
November 18, 1918. 

Be it Resolved first that we as 
Hibernians and citizens of the Great 
Republic, rejoice and render thanks to 
God for the glorious termination cf the 
terrible war that has been so bitterly 
raging for the past four and a half years. 

Be it still further resolved that we 
rejoice inasmuch as Irishmen, and the 
sons of Irishmen, we look to our most 
honorable President of. these United 
States as the great champion of Liberty 
and Democracy and the chief defender 
of the rights of small nations. 

Still further be it resolved that since 
Ireland is a nation, yet for centuries 
deprived of her rights, that we petition 
our. great. President, Mr. Woodrow 
Wilson, that at the Peace Table where 
the future peace and prosperity of 
nations are to be discussed, that Ireland 
will be considered favorably with the 
other small nations of Poland and 
Belgium, for like these countries, Ireland 
has felt,the heel of oppression and has 
her national language and history. 

Finally be it resolved that we urge 
on all lovers of justice and fair play to 
aid in bringing to Ireland what Ameri- 
cans sought in 1776, a free country, in- 
dependent, with the right to govern, 
and legislate for herself.

ANDOVER AGAIN LOSES 


Big Game of Season Goes to Exeter 
with the Score of 26-7 


Exeter by no means had things its 
own way in the annual football contest 
Saturday afternoon, when the score was 
26-7. There was an exciting and fast 
game every minute with many specta- 
cular plays by both teams. Ralph 
Gilroy, Exeter’s right halfback scored 
all of the touchdowns and shared the 
honors of the game with James Kennedy 
whose running was the cause of much 
worry for Andover’s team. 

It seemed as if the opponents en masse 
were attempting to thwart every play of 
Andover’s star, Captain “‘ Bud” Adams’. 
His slightest move was anticipated. 

For the sixth time now Andover has 
been unable to defeat her Crimson 
rivals; and, for the past few years a 
pretty plausible reason has seemed to be 
the lack of proper and sufficient coach- 
ing. Exeter’s team this year knew the 
game thoroughly and reflected great 
credit on their faculty coach, Henry C. 
Blake, the former Dartmouth football 
star and former athletic director at 
St. Paul’s School in Garden City. An- 
dover’s team has been handicapped 
greatly because of the illness of coach 
F. M. Benton and showed this lack of 
experienced training in being unable to 
cope with the heavy, fast and versatile 
opponents. 

As individuals, Andover had a strong 
brilliant team but Exeter’s skill was 
far too much for them and the two 
stars, Gilroy and Kennedy led their 
team to victory. 

Captain Francis Adams, who this 
season has played quarterback, but who 
last Saturday was at a halfback position, 
was the shining light in the Andover 
lineup. He did all of the punting for 
his team, and his running back of punts 
and end running was the feature of 
Andover’s _ play. 

Neidlinger, Andover’s right halfback 
was Andover’s other back who showed 
to advantage in flashes. He scored 
Andover’s only touchdown. ‘ 

Gilroy did the punting for Exeter 
while Adams kicked for his team. Both 
players punted well, both having prac- 
tically equal success. Andover’s kick- 
ing game failed, while Exeter’s, although 
resorted to but seldom, proved more 
effective. 

It took Exeter just ten plays which 
took four minutes and fifteen seconds, to 
cross Andover’s goal for the first score 
of the Contest. Davis picked to Gil- 
roy, who ran the kick back thirty five 
yards after receiving it on his five-yard 
line. Kennedy made seven yards around 
Andover’s right end, and on the next 
play, Gilroy made it first down. Ken- 
nedy went around Andover’s left wing, 
this time for a gain of twenty-five yards 
before he was run offside. »brigiging the 
ball to Andover’s 40-yard line. Gilroy 
made six yards and. Emery two more 
through the centre of the line. With 
two yards to go for a first down; Gilroy 
rippéd through his left tackle for 20 
yards before being downed on Andover’s 
10-yard mark. 

Exeter’s march down the field then 
was checked for a few seconds when 
the team was penalized five yards for 
off-side play. Emery made seven yards 
at his left guard, and Kennedy six 
through the centre of the line, which 
brought the ball to Andover’s one-yard 
line. Gilroy shot through a hole opened 
up by left guard Cogan for Exeter’s

In the second period, Luman partly 
blocking Adams’ attempt to punt while 
standing at midfield, led to Exeter’s 
second touchdown. Gilroy caught the 
ball after its short flight on Exeter's 35- 
yard line, and ran it back 30 yards to 
Andover’s 35-yard line. 

Kennedy, when given the ball on the 
next play, gave a sensational bit of 
football. He darted around his right 
end, @odging tacklers, and ran down the 
side line to the Andover one-yard line, 
where he was run off near the corner of 
the field. 

An Andover player got his arms 
around the ball after Kennedy was 
downed, and the officials ruled the ball 
Andover’s. Adams punted from _ be- 
hind the goal line to Barry on Andover’s 
48-yard line. Barry ran the ball back 
28 yards to Andover’s 20-yard line. 

Kennedy was off again around the 
right extremity, this time carrying the 
ball almost 15 yards to Andover’s 12- 
yard mark. Gilroy made five yards, and 
Kennedy moved the ball up a yard 
bringing the ball to Andover’s six-yard 
line. Gilroy smashed through the line 
just to the left ef his centre. Kennedy 
failed to kick the goal. 

Andover after being scored on the 
second time, and after receiving the 
kickoff, marched with a new lease of 
life down the field. Adarhs caught Ken- 
nedy’s kickoff on Andover’s 10-yard line 
and made the longest dash of the game 
through a broken field before he was 
downed on-~ Exeter’s 32-yard line. 
Adams dodged and shook off many 
tacklers while on his brilliant 58-yard 
run. Neidlinger became conspicuous 
here and gained at will through the Ex- 
eter line and at the extremities.

~ NEWS FROM FRANCE 


Parts of Two Letters Written by 
An Andover Boy Across the Sea 


It is over two weeks since I have had 
a chance to write, as, they have been 
keeping us busy fighting-and moving. 
I am writing this after having travelled 
all night and put the guns in position 
for action so you can see I am pretty 
tired. 

Well, today is Wednesday and al- 
though it rained this morning, the sun 
is shining brightly now and I am sitting 
in front of my tent surrounded by trees 
and bushes. 

Some man from West Lynn sent me a 
letter and enclosed a one dollar bill. I 
don’t know who the man was so I 
wonder if you at home know him. It 
was very kind of him. 

See if there is soma way you can send 
me some handkerchiefs and towels or 
anything in the line of chocolate or 
cigarettes, as I never seem to be where 
I can get any. 

October 5, 1918 

“T certainly have no kick coming as 
things are going fine. We are still on 
the front. When we first struck here 
we were surprised to see the Way the 
Huns had been living. Some of their 
dugouts were like palaces with three or 
four rooms, andfrom the looks of thjngs 
they must have thought they were going 
to stay there for life. But not so, we are 
occupying these palaces and it is just 
like home. We also found a lot of food 
which showed they must have moved in 
a hurry. The food consisted of bread, 
tea, cabbage, sugar and canned meat 
and we had a great time putting a finish 
to it. There were, also, regular dishes 
just like you would find at home and all 
kinds of toilet articles. 

Another thing is that they had regu- 
lar shower baths and this afternoon I 
was down having one, the first in two 
months.

measure of which we cannot conceive, 
life blood has been given, and nothing 
is left in that land of desolation. Hu- 
man sacrifice has brought a new day for 
Turkey. 

Into their hospital came Moslems, 
half-clothed, half-fed, torn with wounds, 
sometimes six months old, and often 
lacerated and bleeding from abuse. 
Clean clothes, good food, kindness and 
mercy they could not understand. The 
Red Cross and the missionaries worked 
hand in hand in the hospital and the 
Moslems did not see why Americans 
should give them money and help. 

Five percent, possibly, could read, 
and these were given Bibles. Their 
amazement knew no measure .at the 
words taught there,—words that were 
searcely in their vocabulary. ‘‘ You 
learn mercy and love from your religion” 
they would say, and no longer marvel at 
the kindness shown them. ° 

One most glaring and almost  in- 
comprehensible incident which occurred 
in Constantinople when Mrs. Atkinson 
was. staying over night at Roberts 
College, reveals the spirit with which 
the army was managed. All night 
from her room, she heard cries and 
moans and pleadings of men who were 
being beaten. The man was placed 
on the floor and two men beat him until 
he could scarcely move or stand. From 
sunset to dawn, she heard the con- 
tinuous crying. She went, in the morn- 
ing, to the officers and asked why it was 
these men received such treatment. 
“We are sending them to the front 
today and we are doing this so they will 
obey orders when they get there,’ was 
the reply. 

Weak and staggering they moved by 
her, later on that day, on their way to 
thefront. That was the custom of all,— 
that was the only way they knew to 
control their men. Was it’ a wonder, 
then, that when the order came to the 
officer, that he hesitated to massacre 
women and children? 

What has the war done for Turkey? 
It has brought her a new day, and Mrs. 
Atkinson prays that not one soul shall 
be left to Turkey at the dividing of the 
country when. peace. terms are made, 
Freedom of worship must be allowed 
these fear-governed people. They be- 
lieve that Ged has punished their sin 
and that their nation must perish. God 
has opened the way. What is man 
going to do? 


Each individual must assume a re- 
sibility over this nation. Money, 
meén, prayers, must be given to the 
country. The English took Damascus. 
“The nation will end with Damascus” 
has always been a proverb known to 
them. The British army could not 
realize what an important part irf his- 
tory was’ being played by them when 
that important placé was taken. 

Now, the lands are destitute there, 
the people are starving, the shops are 
empty, there is no seed to plant in the 
ground, no animals graze in the fields, 
there is a desolation in that land past 
all comprehension. A new Turkey 
must come forth, a Turkey with a free- 
dom of worship and a chance for edu- 
cation. America must realize that she 
may help in building up this new Tur- 
key. The Peace Conference will settle 
the first part of Turkey’s future, but 
it is for every individual Christian to 
have a part in shaping and completing 
this future. 

Mrs. John V. Holt presided at the 
meeting which was opened by the sing- 
ing of a missionary hymn, followed by 
a Thanksgiving prayer. ‘After the talk, 
tea and sandwiches were served by 
the committee in charge when the mem- 
bers with their guests, had the great 
pleasure of meeting Mrs. Atkinson. 
She told many personal incidents which 
brought home to everyone the real 
zation of What Vast: and » varied. ex- 
periences she has had. Mrs. Atkinson 
is not a large woman, she is unassuming 
and very simple in her manner of talk- 
ing, but she has a great power of sym- 
pathy, her heart is in everything she 
says, so that her talk was most appeal- 
ing in its message for the need of prayer 
and help for her people.

from France. But whatever the time, 
our protecting arms must be about 
them and their families over the whole 
period which must elapse before the 
normal life of peace can be resumed. 

Our soldiers and sailors are enlisted 
until the Commander in Chief. tells 
them there is no more work for them to 
do in the war. Let every Red Cross 
member and worker show our returning 
soldiers and sailors that to care for their 
health, welfare and happiness, we are 
enlisted for no less a period than they 
are. 

The cessation of war will reveal a 
picture of misery such as the world has 
never seen before, especially in the 
many countries which cannot help 
themselves. The American people will 
expect the Red Cross to continue to act 
as their agent in repairing broken 
spirits and broken bodies. Peace terms 
and peace conditions will determine 
how we may best administer to the vast 


stricken areas which have been harrowed 


by war, and in this great act of mercy, 
the heart and spirit of the American 
people must continue to be mobilized 
through the Americam Red Cross. 

On behalf of the War Council, we 
accordingly ask each member of our 
splendid body of workers throughout 
the land to bear in mind the solemn 
obligation which rests upon each one to 
‘carry on’. We cannot abate one in- 
stant in our efforts’ or in our spirit. 
There will be an abundance of work to 
do, and specific advises will be given 
but even at the moment of peace, let 
no Red Cross worker falter. 

Our spirits must now call us to show 
that it is not the roar of cannon or the 
blood of our own alone that directs 
our activities, but that a great people 
will continue to respond greatly and 
freely*to its obligation and opportunity 
to serve mankind.”
